The Meeting proved to be very interesting and 30 very enthusiastic members 
were present, from which the following committee were elected:-

Committee: Sidney Hunt, Gladys Brand, Veronica Webb plus one from the 
Church. 


Please remember that the committee numbers will not be limited to those 
listed because as we progress many more will be needed and also it is desirable 
that the age composition of the committee should be as wide as possible; we 
are not oniy thinking of today but in the future years which lay before us. 


Apologies were also received from several members who could not be present, 
including our District and Parish Councillor Alec Green. 


It is not my intention to give you a complete write-up of the meeting; at 
this stage; By the time you will have received the Bar Hill Neus for August, 
a Meeting with two Cambridge County officials will have been held on the 26th 
July to discuss and thrash out the financial complications and to what lengths 
they can help us. 


The views of the members at the meeting can be summed up as follows:- 


(i) Where do we hold our get-togethers? - a strong preference for the 
Church, subject to availability, alternatively, at this stage the 
Village Hall. It was considered that the farm house could not hold 
sufficient numbers in comfart. 


(ii) To consider what the essential requirements would be in starting-up 
this project in terms of furniture, crockery, tables etc., etc., etc. 
This has to be considered in financial terms (Cambridge Council) and 
location and housing of what is required. 


NB. We have already been given £200 by two of our oldest members of 
the village, to carry on the work of caring. In addition we have been 
offered a tape recorder, projector and screen, games and many other 
items which will indeed be extremely useful to us. 


(iii)We are looking forward to setting up in late Autumn (in a small way) 
with the possibility of having a grand Christmas Luncheon. 


(iv) The Good Neighbours, which is the existing group of the Elderly, which 
meets once a fortnight in the School, will automatically be integrated 
in the Day Centre. 


We will inform everyone of the results of our meeting with the Cambridge 
County Council, it is on the 26th July and it is our intention of circulating 
minutes of all future meetings to our members.
